It  can  also  be  illustrated  in  the  lives  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s  four  founders.  Without  vision,  Theta  could 
hardly  have  survived  for  nearly  150  years;  it  would  simply  have  been  a  short-lived  club  that  not  many 
people  would  remember.  But  because  Bettie,  Alice,  Hannah,  and  Bettie  had  vision — “We  had  to  make  a 
place  for  women  in  a  man’s  world,  and  the  fraternity  was  one  means  to  that  bigger  end.”— their  action  in 
founding  the  first  Greek-let  ter  fraternity  for  women  created  lasting  change  in  the  world . 

Your  editor  also  believes  that  in  creating  Theta,  Bettie,  Alice,  Hannah,  and  Bettie  created  lasting  change 
for  themselves.  While  the  opportunities  for  women  during  their  lifetimes  were  strictly  curtailed,  our 
founders  pushed  some  boundaries  in  their  personal  and  professional  lives.  Alice  Allen  Brant,  for  instance, 
became  a  high  school  principal;  in  a  Theta  history  published  in  1930,  Alice’s  brother-in-law  described 
her  educational  philosophy  as  “innovative,”  Her  adventurous  nature  led  her  to  travel,  including  to  the 
Centennial  Exposition  in  Philadelphia  in  1876  and  the  Chicago  World’s  Fair  in  1893. 

So  it  is  entirely  fitting  that  in  preparation  for  our  150th  anniversary  in  2020,  we  declare  2017  to  be  the 
Year  of  Celebrating  Scholarship  and  honor  Alice  in  conjunction  with  that.  You  can  find  more  informa¬ 
tion  on  page  12;  and  please  note  that  February  is  the  Month  of  the  Scholar,  a  program  of  the  National 
Panhellenic  Conference  (NPC),  which  is  a  nice  correlation. 

Other  pages  of  tills  magazine  introduce  you,  dear  reader,  to  additional  visionary,  committed  Thetas,

In  honor  of  Indiana  \s  bicentennial  in  December  2Q!  6, 
Fran  Becque,  Ph.D L,  an  historian  specialising  in  Greek  - 
letter  organizations  (GLO)  and  a  member  of  Pi  Beta  Phi , 
wrote  a  blog  post  about  Indiana's  importance  in  the 
history  of  women's  fraternities.  We  thought  you  would 
enjoy  reading  an  excerpt  about  Theta  from  that  post. 

Kappa  Alpha  Theta  was  founded  in  1870  at  Indiana 
Asbury  University  (now  DePauw  University)  in 
Greencastle.  Betti e  Locke,  the  daughter  of  a  mathemat¬ 
ics  professor,  was  a  formidable  Asbury  student.  During 
her  sophomore  year,  she  received  an  invitation  to  wear 
a  Phi  Gamma  Delta  badge.  The  badge  did  nor  come 
with  a  dating  arrangement  as  later  tradition  would  have 
it,  nor  did  it  come  with  the  benefits  given  to  men  who 
were  initiated  into  the  fraternity.  When  Bet  tie  declined 
the  badge  because  it  did  not  come  w  ith  full  membership 
rights  and  responsibilities,  the  Phi  Gams  substituted  a 
silver  cake  basket,  inscribed  with  their  Greek  letters. 
With  encouragement  from  her  father,  a  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
and  her  brother,  a  Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Bettie  began 
plans  to  start  her  own  fraternity.  She  and  Alice  Allen 
studied  Greek,  parliamentary  law,  and  heraldry  with  an 
eye  towards  founding  a  fraternity  for  women.

*  The  Phi  Chapter  was  first  installed  at  University  of  the  Pacific 
in  1889.  The  Phi  charter  was  transferred  from  Pacific  to  Stanford 
in  1892.  but  Stanford  closed  Greek-letter  women's  groups  in  1944. 
Phi  was  reestablished  at  Pacific  in  1959,  and  in  1978  Phi  deuteron 
('  Phi  the  second  ')  was  established  at  Stanford. 


The  official  founding  date — on  which  Bettie,  Alice, 

Bettie  Tipton,  and  Hannah  Pitch  created  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta — was  January  27,  1870,  Five  weeks  later,  Mary 
Stevenson  became  the  fifth  member, 

Indiana  University  became  home  to  Theta's  second 
chapter.  On  May  18,  1870,  Bettie  installed  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  at  Indiana  University  with  the  initiation  of  the 
three  charter  members. 

Northwestern  Christian  College,  the  name  Butler 
University  had  when  the  first  women’s  fraternity  was 
founded  there,  was  the  next  site  of  expansion  for  the 
womens  fraternities  in  Indiana.  Theta  was  again  the  first 
group  on  the  campus,  chartering  in  1874.  A  Kappa  chap¬ 
ter  followed  in  1878  and  Pi  Beta  Phi  chartered  in  1897, 

Hanover  College  was  also  the  site  of  an  early  women's 
fraternity  system,  with  a  Delta  Gamma  chapter  founded 
in  1881  and  a  Theta  chapter  in  1882, 

The  women's  fraternity  system  took  root  in  Indiana  in 
the  late  1800s  and  the  state  lias  provided  a  fertile  ground 
for  its  growth.

1  have  not  had  to  say  “No"  too  often,  but  when  I  do, 

I  always  try  to  suggest  a  more  appropriate  home  for 
the  items.  The  materials  may  be  more  appropriate  at 
a  university,  local  historical  society,  or  other  archival 
organization.  1  want  to  make  sure  it  is  preserved  some¬ 
where!  I  also  want  to  avoid  declining  an  item  if  it  might 
be  accompanied  by  corollary  pieces  that  could  become 
very  important  additions  to  our  collection.  That’s  why  I 
always  encourage  people  to  ask  me  about  specific  arti¬ 
facts  so  I  can  let  them  know  if  it  fits  within  our  collec¬ 
tion  policy  or  if  we  already  possess  a  similar  item. 

WHAT’S  THE  MOST  VALUABLE  OR  IRREPLACEABLE 
HISTORICAL  ARTIFACT?  ANYTHING  CREEPY? 

Much  of  what  we  have  in  the  archive  is  irreplaceable, 
but  essays  written  by  Bettie  Locke  and  Hannah  Fitch 
as  students  are  unique  pieces.  The  recent  acquisition  of 
the  cake  basket  presented  to  Bettie  Locke  in  1870  by 
the  Phi  Gamma  Deltas  at  Indiana  Ashury  is  also  very 
special.  As  for  creepy,  some  visitors  think  the  watch  fob 
made  of  human  hair  Is  creepy,  but  its  reflective  of  a 
popular  activity  of  the  late  1800s  and  early  1900s. 


IF  YOU  COULD  TIME  TRAVEL  BACK  TO  ANY  POINT  IN 
THETA  HISTORY,  WHAT  WOULD  IT  BE? 

I  would  like  to  go  back  to  the  months  and  weeks  leading 
up  to  January  27, 1870,  and  see  firsthand  how  Bettie, 
Alice,  Bettie,  and  Hannah  created  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 
(And  if  I  could,  I’d  let  them  know  how  it  all  turned  out!) 
My  next  stop  would  be  at  the  1919  Grand  Convention 
in  St.  Louis.  The  Fraternity  marked  our  50th  anniver¬ 
sary  at  that  Convention,  and  it  was  attended  by  founder 
Hannah  Fitch  Shaw.  1  think  it  would  have  been  inter¬ 
esting  to  see  what  members  thought  as  they  celebrated 
Theta’s  semicentennial, 
especially  as  we  prepare 
for  our  sesquicentcnnial  in 
2020.

The  2016  National  Panhellenic  Conference  annual 
meeting  in  October  offered  delegation  members, 
inter/national  presidents,  and  executive  directors 
of  NPC  member  organizations  an  opportunity  to  reflect 
on  and  discuss  how  the  26  member  organizations  are 
advancing  sorority  together. 

To  help  build  and  strengthen  relationships  among  these 
leaders,  delegates,  in  ter/national  presidents,  and  execu¬ 
tive  directors  of  each  member  organization  visited  the 
Missouri  History  Museum — home  of  the  first  Thomas 
Jefferson  memorial — to  tour  the  Route  66  exhibit  and 
enjoy  dinner  on  Thursday  evening.  Ginny  Carroll,  Alpha 
Xi  Delta,  principal  of  InGiNuity  consultancy,  guided  a 
lively  conversation  on  NPC  memories  and  what  NPC 
does  best. 

On  Friday,  Carroll  facilitated  conversations  about 
specific  responsibilities  as  board  members,  organiza¬ 
tion  presidents,  and  executive  directors.  Lunch  offered 
a  learning  opportunity  on  the  Circle  of  Sisterhood 
Foundation  and  further  networking.  In  the  afternoon, 
all  alternate  delegates  and  NPC  Foundation  trustees  and 
guests,  including  nondelegation  area  advisors,  joined  the 
annual  meeting. 

That  evening,  attendees  gathered  to  discuss  proposed 
legislation,  hear  an  update  from  the  government  rela¬ 
tions  committee  and  learn  how  the  organizations 
represented  at  Harvard  University  are  responding  to 
Harvard’s  ban  on  campus  participation  for  members  of 
single-sex  organizations. 

The  official  opening  of  the  business  meeting  fol¬ 
lowed  dinner.  Delegations  introduced  members  and 
guests,  legislation  was  proposed  and  adopted,  and  NPC 
Chairman  Donna  G.  King,  Sigma  Kappa,  gave  her  state 
of  NPC  presentation.  King  closed  the  presentation  by 
saying,  “Thank  you  to  each  of  von  for  working  together 
to  ensure  the  achievements  of  2015-16  send  a  strong 
message  to  our  publics  that  the  sorority  experience  is 
alive,  well,  and  growing.7'  After  the  business  meeting, 
first-time  attendees  adjourned  to  a  reception  hosted  by 
King,  while  others  gathered  at  a  reception  to  celebrate 
the  retirement  of  long-time  delegation  member  Patty 
Disque,  Chi  Omega. 

Early  morning  committee  meetings  kicked  off 
Saturday’s  activities,  followed  by  inter/national  presi¬ 
dents  and  executive  directors  visiting  the  37  NPC  part¬ 


ners  in  the  exhibit  hall.  College  Panhellenic  and  alum¬ 
nae  Panhellenic  area  advisors  also  met  by  region  and 
then  attended  breakout  sessions  to  delve  into  specific 
areas  of  influence,  such  as  Finance  and  recruitment. 

The  afternoon  featured  campus  meetings  in  which 
member  organizations  met  to  discuss  specific  concerns 
identified  on  certain  campuses.  The  closing  business 
meeting  included  additional  proposed  legislation  and 
special  presentations  from  member  organizations. 
Saturday  night’s  dinner  celebrated  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  NPC  Foundation.  Before  and  throughout 
the  meeting,  participants  purchased  sunflower  stickers 
for  85  each.  These  stickers  were  given  to  attendees— or 
emailed  to  them  if  they  weren’t  in  attendance- — to  say 
thank  you  for  advancing  the  sorority  experience.  Janet 
Brown,  Alpha  O micron  Pi,  NPC  Foundation  board  of 
trustees  president,  announced  that  this  year’s  sales 
raised  more  than  558,000  for  the  Spirit  Fund.  She  also 
noted  that  17  member  organizations  met  the  100  per¬ 
cent  delegation  donation  challenge. 

The  annual  meeting  concluded  with  a  town  hall  gather¬ 
ing  Saturday  night.  Jon  Coffin,  VOX  Global,  moderated 
a  panel  discussion  on  the  evolution  of  gender  identity. 
The  conversation  presented  an  educational  opportunity 
to  listen  and  learn  about  a  topic  that  intersects  with  the 
unique  position  NPC  organizations  have  as  all-women’s 
groups.  Panelists  were  Tim  Burke,  president  of  Manley 
Burke  and  its  Fraternal  Law  Partners  division;  Jessica 
Petritt,  Delta  Gamma,  diversity  consultant  for  Good 
Enough  Now;  Dr.  Lori  Rcesor,  vice-provost  for  student 
affairs  and  dean  of  students  at  Indiana  University- 
Bloomington;  and  Beth  Starhos,  general  counsel  for  and 
member  of  Chi  Omega. 

Sunday  saw  a  special  educational  summit  for  commu- 
u  ica tions  an d  ma r k e ting  s pec i a  1  i s ts .  T h es e  me m he r- 
orgaiiization  representatives  learned  about  internal 
communications,  brand  ambassadorship,  how  to  talk 
to  the  media,  and  how  to  leverage  social  media.  “I  like 
that  phrase  \i  rising  tide  lifts  all  boats7,.,  and  l  hope  we 
can  keep  that  in  mind  as  we  tell  the  stories  of  our  own 
member  organizations  and  promote  the  broader  soror¬ 
ity  experience  at  the  same  time,’7  said  Donna  Chereck.

“It's  been  such  a  privilege  to  undergo  preparation  for  our 
installation  weekend  with  so  much  support  and  love  from  Thetas 
all  over  the  Country,”  said  Alison  Norwood,  Gamma  Sjgma  chief 
executive  officer.

On  December  10,  184  women,  including  five  legacies,  were 
initiated  into  Gamma  Sigma.  Alumnae  traveled  from  Washington, 
Oregon,  San  Francisco,  and  Orange  County  to  celebrate  Theta  sis¬ 
terhood  with  their  legacies. 

The  Gamma  Sigma  Chapter  was  originally  established  in  1951, 
Several  buildings  on  the  main  campus,  which  lies  on  the  eastern 
end  of  San  Diego,  are  listed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places.  The  reestablished  chapter  joins  Alpha  Chi  Omega,  Alpha

Beta,  Kappa  Delta,  and  Pi  Beta  Phi  in  the  campus  Panhellenic

reestablished  at  Stetson  on  November  19;  76  women  were  initi¬ 
ated,  including  two  legacies  and  two  alumnae.

On  November  5,  54  women*  including  four  legacies,  were  initi¬ 
ated  by  Theta  Mm  Two  of  the  charter  members*  Dana  and  Abbie 
Steiner,  are  now  Tlieta  sisters  as  well  as  biological  sisters;  their 
mother,  Nancy  Hudson  Steiner,  is  a  member  of  Delta  Kappa/LSU.

Amy  FerreeJs  Theta  story  is  un traditional  She 
didn't  go  through  recruitment  or  experience 
College  milestones  alongside  her  sisters,  but  the  Theta 
bond  endures  as  a  central  pillar  of  her  life* 

Amy  first  learned  about  Theta  while  working  toward  her 
master  s  degree  in  higher  education*  She  realized  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  women  she  most  admired  in  her  personal  and 
professional  circle  were  Thetas.  “They  embodied  the 
values,  talents,  and  aspirations  that  1  sought  most  for 
myself,”  she  said.  “1  also  learned  (contrary  to  what  I  had 
previously  thought)  that  the  fraternity/sorority  experi¬ 
ence  does  not  end  after  college  and  that  these  women 
still  maintained  strong  ties  to  their  organization.” 

Through  her  Theta  relationships,  Amy  learned  about 
Theta's  alumna  initiate  program  and  was  invited  to 
become  a  member.  Though  she  was  attending  graduate 
school  in  Ohio,  Amy  was  thrilled  to  learn  Theta's  chap¬ 
ter  at  her  alma  mater,  Colorado  State  University,  was 
being  reestablished.  Amy  traveled  home  to  be  initiated 
during  Beta  Gamma's  installation  weekend,  with  mem¬ 
bers  of  Grand  Council  conducting  the  service. 

A  few  years  older  than  the  standard  new  member,  Amy 
feels  her  age  encouraged  a  deeper  appreciation  for  the 
true  meaning  of  Theta.  “1  think  a  lot  of  college  women 
are  drawn  to  sorority,  at  least  in  part,  because  of  the 
experiences  of  chapter  life:  social  and  sisterhood  events, 
possibly  living  in  a  chapter  facility,  philanthropy  ev  ents, 
and — -of  course — the  everyday  support  that  sisters 
offer,”  she  said.  “Because  l  did  not  get  to  experience 
that  side  of  it,  1  was  drawn  to  Theta  because  of  its  time¬ 
less  values,  extensive  network  of  sisterhood  and  sup¬ 
port,  and  opportunities  for  growth,  and  I  immediately 
saw  the  profound  meaning  of  a  sisterhood  dating  back 
to  1870*” 


In  her  current  role  as  a  residence  coordinator  at  the 
University  of  Wyoming,  Amy  oversees  500  undergradu¬ 
ate  students  and  often  looks  for  advice  and  support 
from  Theta  friends  who  also  work  in  higher  education. 
“They  are  my  mentors  and  guides  in  what  can  often  he 
an  emotionally  challenging  line  of  work.  One  of  my  clos¬ 
est  friends  and  Theta  sisters  works  in  a  similar  job  at  a 
different  institution,  and  she  is  one  of  the  first  people  I 
reach  out  to  when  I'm  feeling  overwhelmed,''  Amv  said* 
“I  like  to  say  that  my  job  is  a  combination  of  a  social 
worker,  landlord,  and  school  principal — on  any  given 
day,  1  might  he  having  a  disciplinary  hearing  with  a  stu¬ 
dent,  counseling  a  student  through  homesickness,  man¬ 
aging  a  facility  flood  (sometimes  at  midnight!),  or  work¬ 
ing  to  assist  a  student  in  a  potentially  life-threatening 
crisis,”  she  said. 

While  the  work  is  demanding,  Amy  feels  her  Theta 
experience  has  prepared  her  for  it.  “Theta  women  do 
not  back  down  from  a  challenge!  We  have  others'  backs, 
and  vve  can  be  tough*  Theta  values  are  such  a  source  of 
encouragement  to  me  on  my  worst  days  in  the  job,  and 
a  source  of  inspiration  on  the  best." 

Through  her  volunteer  work  as  a  permanent  alumnae 
secretary  (PAS)  and  scholarship  committee  volunteer, 
Amy  has  also  built  relationships  with  Thetas  across  the 
country*  "The  bulk  of  my  Theta  memories  have  come 
from  my  experiences  as  a  volunteer,  and  they  are  mem¬ 
ories  that  I  will  always  treasure!  I  live  in  a  rural  area 
where  the  closest  college  and  alumnae  chapters  are  over 
an  hour  away,  so  my  volunteer  roles  (which  are  primar¬ 
ily  online  and  over  the  phone)  are  truly  my  lifeline  to 
staying  connected  to  the  Fraternity  as  a  whole,  I  know 
we  volunteers  say  it  a  lot,  but  it  really  is  true — with  vol¬ 
unteering,  you  get  more  back  than  you  give.”

rowing  up  in  the  heart  of  New  Orleans  and  living  only 
M  M  blocks  from  a  spirited  collection  of  cousins,  aunts,  and 
uncles,  Ti  Adelaide  Martin’s  best  memories  link  to  fam¬ 
ily.  And  even  as  a  youngster,  Martin  was  well  aware  of  her 
clan’s  reputation  in  the  restaurant  world  and  the  matriarch  on 
whose  shoulders  it  largely  rested:  her  mother,  Ella  Brennan, 
one  of  the  country’s  first  female  restaurateurs  and  co- founder 
of  New  Orleans’s  famed  Brennan’s  on  Royal  Street, 

“Mom  hosted  many  lavish  parties  at  our  house  for  food 
professionals  from  around  the  country,”  says  Martin,  Beta 
Sigma/SMU,  “And  as  a  little  kid,  J  was  always  tagging  along 
with  her  to  the  restaurant,” 

Martin  recalls  being  put  to  work,  too.  She  stamped  the  word 
“souvenir”  on  Commander  s  Palace  menus  and,  wearing  ante¬ 
bellum  gowns,  handed  flowers  to  patrons  on  special  holidays. 

“One  time,  my  cousin  Dickie  and  1  were  playing  in  the 
backyard  when  the  dishwashing  crew  got  mad  and  walked 
out,"  she  says.  “Mom  called  us  in,  and  we  washed  dishes  for 
the  rest  of  the  day,” 

Decades  later,  Martin  cherishes  her  mother,  now  90,  as  her 
“best  friend  and  business  mentor.”  The  two  recently  teamed  up 
to  co-author  Brennan’s  biography,  Miss  Ella  of  Commander  s 
Palace  (Brennan  and  several  siblings  took  over  personal 
supervision  of  the  restaurant  in  1974);  and  also  produced  a 
documentary  entitled  Ella  Brennan:  Commanding  the  Table, 
directed  by  Oscar-nominated  filmmaker  Leslie  Iwerks.  Rave 
reviews  have  generated  discussions  about  future  movie  rights. 

“At  first.  Mom  was  completely  reluctant  to  do  the  book," 
says  Martin,  who  had  the  biography  on  her  “bucket  list"  for 
years,  “But  1  finally  convinced  her  with  the  argument  that  the 
next  generation  of  our  family,  and  people  in  our  company, 
would  never  know  how  all  of  this  happened  if  we  didn’t  put  it 
into  words." 

The  projects  also  brought  mother  and  daughter  full  circle. 
“Mom  never  pushed  me  to  join  the  family  business,  and  she 
gave  me  enough  confidence  that  1  never  felt  I  was  in  her 
shadow,”  says  Martin,  who  returned  to  New  Orleans  in  1986 
after  two  years  as  a  real  estate  professional  in  Houston.  “She 
encouraged  me  to  learn  to  take  care  of  myself,  and  she  knew 
that  all  my  experiences  would  serve  me  well, 

“Secretly,  though,  l  think  she  hoped  I’d  come  back.” 


CHERISHING  SISTERHOOD 

Martin's  decision  to  attend  SMU  in  Dallas  was  characteristi¬ 
cally  adventurous,  “It  cracks  me  up  now,  but  at  the  time  I  sim¬ 
ply  picked  a  college  and  showed  up,"  site  says.  “1  didn’t  visit 
the  campus,  and  my  mom  didn’t  take  me  to  SMU  and  stick 
around  to  decorate  my  room.  I  just  drove  off  with  a  friend,” 

Although  two  of  her  cousins  had  attended  SMU  (the  family 
owned  Brennan’s  in  Dallas  at  the  time),  Martin  carved  her  own 
path — one  that  led  to  Theta. 

“1  went  into  recruitment  lint  having  a  clue,  and  I  didn’t  feel 
any  pressure  to  join  a  sorority,”  she  recalls.  “But  when  I  went 
through  the  Theta  house,  1  was  surrounded  by  fun  and  funny 
women.  Their  spirit  simply  fit  me,” 

Friendships  forged  within  the  Theta  house  proved  bound¬ 
less.  Martin  and  eight  others  from  her  new  member  class— -a 
group  that  has  since  dubbed  itself  “The  Gal  Pals” — still  take 
annual  trips  together,  navigating  distance  and  life’s  milestones, 

“We  live  all  over  creation,  but  we’re  an  extremely  close- 
knit  group,"  Martin  says.  “Theta  continues  to  be  an  amazingly 
fun  and  important  part  of  my  life.” 

After  graduating  from  SMU  with  a  business  degree,  Martin 
briefly  considered  a  career  in  law.  However,  she  ultimately 
decided  to  pursue  business  studies  at  Tulane  University,  where 
she  earned  an  MBA  in  finance  and  marketing  in  1984. 

Martin  next  worked  in  Houston  for  two  years.  But  when 
her  mom  underwent  triple  bypass  surgery,  she  followed  her 
heart  back  to  New  Orleans. 

“1  wanted  to  spend  time  with  Mom  and  to  enjoy  working 
with  her,”  she  says.  “She’s  more  fun  than  most  people  my  age, 
and  she  has  an  amazing  intellectual  curiosity, 

“1  don’t  know  what  most  ‘girls’  talk  about,  but  Mom  and  I 
find  business  to  be  the  most  fascinating  stuff  in  the  world.  We 
have  so  much  in  common — we  talk  about  our  family,  our  city, 
and  what’s  going  on  in  the  world. 

“But  when  it  conies  to  home  making  or  decorating  a  room, 
we’re  clueless!” 

EMBRACING  THE  EXPERIENCE 

What  began  in  1946  when  Martin’s  uncle,  Owen  Edward 
Brennan,  opened  Owen  Brennan’s  French  &  Creole  Restaurant 
on  Bourbon  Street  (later  known  as  Brennan’s)  has  mush- 
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roomed  into  a  business  that  encom¬ 
passes  14  family  members,  four  of 
whom  are  third  generation.  Three 
branches  of  Brennans  own  a  total 
of  13  a  ward- winning  restaurants, 
with  cuisine  ranging  from  traditional 
Creole  to  steakhouse.  In  addition  to 
New  Orleans,  Brennan -branded  res¬ 
taurants  now  operate  in  Houston,  Las 
Vegas,  and  Anaheim,  California. 

Within  this  mix,  Martin  consid¬ 
ers  Commanders  Palace — which 
she  has  co -owned  with  her  cousin 
Lally  Brennan  since  1997— to  be 
the  family's  “flagship."  Nestled  in 
the  center  of  New  Orleans's  tree- 
lined  Garden  District,  this  famous 
restaurant  is  renowned  for  Creole 
cuisine,  a  history  of  celebrated 
chefs,  including  Emeril  Lagasse  and 
Paul  Prudhomme,  and  a  charm¬ 
ing  ambiance  that  combines  class 
and  comfort.  Commander's  has  also 
garnered  numerous  James  Beard  Foundation  awards,  the  “Oscars  of  the 
food  world,”  in  the  categories  of  Best  Chef,  Outstanding  Restaurant, 
Outstanding  Service,  Who's  Who  of  Food  &  Beverage,  and  Lifetime 
Achievement  (for  Ella  Brennan  in  2009), 

“Commander's  isn't  just  about  the  food,  it's  about  the  entire  experi¬ 
ence,”  says  Martin,  “and  I'm  all  about  personality  and  fun,  I  call  this  a 
Tine-dining  joint,1  where  there's  a  ‘wine  guy'  instead  of  a  Sommelier,' 
tables  have  balloons,  and  you  can  get  a  three-course  meal  for  about  *S40. 
We  wear  silly  chef  hats  for  special  occasions,  and  we  look  for  ways  to  per¬ 
sonally  connect  with  our  guests.” 

Tradition  runs  deep  here,  too.  When  Ella  Brennan  took  the  helm 
of  Commander's  Palace  in  1974,  she  stated,  “I  don't  want  a  restaurant 
where  a  jazz  band  can’t  come  marching  through.''  Martin  has  kept  the 
spirit  in  full  swing  with  a  weekend  Jazz  Brunch  that  features  a  changing 
menu  of  traditional  and  unique  entrees  seasoned  with  the  sounds  of  live 
jazz  musicians. 

Martin  is  also  gifted  with  a  keen  instinct  for  what  works — and  what 
doesn't — and  is  quick  to  correct  missteps.  “About  fifteen  years  ago,  we 
decided  to  move  on  from  serving  our  garlic  bread  with  entrees,”  she 
recalls,  “Customers  were  furious,  so  we  brought  it  right  back.” 

Commander's  Palace  classics  like  turtle  soup  and  bread  pudding 
souffle  are  menu  mainstays,  as  are  Martin's  personal  favorite  entree  and 
cocktail — an  oyster  po-boy  dressed  with  Creole  tartar  sauce  and  Tequila 
Mockingbird,  But  other  choices,  such  as  those  on  the  Chefs  Playground 
Tasting  Menu,  typically  change  every  few  days. 

“We're  not  afraid  to  try  new  things  in  order  to  constantly  evolve,” 
Martin  says.  “It's  our  goal  to  be  on  the  leading  edge  of  fine  dining  and 
Creole  cuisine  in  New  Orleans.” 

Innovation,  whether  in  the  form  of  fun  or  food,  infuses  recent  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  restaurant  family  tree.  Also  under  Martin's  co-ownership  are 
Cafe  Adelaide  and  the  Swizzle  Stick  Bar  and  SoBou,  both  in  New  Orleans, 
as  well  as  Brennan's  of  Houston  in 


The  Gate  also  boasts  the  first  female 
chef  in  the  Brennan  restaurant  line¬ 
up. 

Since  childhood,  Martin  has  gone 
by  the  nickname  “Ti”  (pronounced 
Tee),  which  she  also  owes  to  her 
flamboyant  aunt. 

‘Ti  is  short  for  petite,  which  is 
a  Louisiana  version  of  junior,”  she 
explains.  “It  can  apply  to  a  male  or 
female  that  is  named  for  an  older 
member  of  the  family.  Our  glamor¬ 
ous  Aunt  Adelaide  did  not  like  being 
called  Big  Adelaide,  so  1  became  Ti,” 
At  SoBou,  “a  spirited  restau¬ 
rant  south  of  Bourbon,”  Martin  is 
introducing  tastes  of  Spain,  such  as 
sheepshead  crudo  and  ycllowfin  tuna 
with  foie  gras  fondue.  Other  patron- 
p leasers  include  a  pay-by-the-ounce 
wine  system  that  allows  guests  to 
sample  different  varieties,  and  beer 
taps  at  each  table. 

“I  feel  that  hospitality  is  the  key  to  success  in  our  business,”  Martin 
says.  “It's  also  the  hardest  part  of  the  equation,  hut  that’s  where  I  want  to 
make  my  mark.” 

Pre-meal  meetings*  which  she  holds  twice  daily  at  Commander's,  give 
this  elusive  concept  the  edge.  “I  love  these  meetings.  They're  very  moti¬ 
vational  with  lots  of  high  energy  and  sharing  of  information.  It  holsters 
our  culture,  which  is  a  continual  striving  for  excellence, 

“There's  a  big  garden  and  courtyard  patio  between  Mom’s  house  and 
Commander's,  and  we  often  meet  outdoors.  This  is  simply  a  very  happy 
place.” 

PRESERVING  THEIR  LEGACY 

In  addition  to  her  mother's  biography,  Martin  has  co-authored  sev¬ 
eral  books  that  chronicle  the  family's  journey:  Commander’s  Kitchen, 
with  Commander's  Palace  executive  chef,  the  late  Jamie  Shannon; 
Commanders  Wild  Side:  Bold  Flavors  for  Fresh  Ingredients  from  the 
Great  Outdoors ,  with  Commander's  chef  Tory  McPhail;  and  “In  the  Land 
of  Cocktails:  Recipes  and  Adventures  from  the  Cocktail  Girls,”  with  cous¬ 
in  Lally  Brennan. 

But  it  was  immersing  herself  in  the  “grande  dame's"  story  by  collabo¬ 
rating  on  her  mother's  biography  that  gave  Martin  a  renewed  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  profound  impact  her  mother  made  on  New  Orleans's  cuisine: 
site  elevated  brunch  and  breakfast  from  a  meal  to  an  event,  created  the 
decadent  dessert  Bananas  Foster,  and  fulfilled  her  dream  to  make  New 
Orleans  “the  Paris  of  America,"  But  the  highlight  of  creating  the  book 
and  documentary,  Martin,  was  seeing  the  city  literally  “show  up”  for 
her  mother. 

“The  documentary  premiered  at  the  New  Orleans  Film  Festival,  which 
was  held  in  the  gorgeous  Orpheum  Theater,”  says  Martin  of  the  October 
14,  2016,  event.  “People  lined  up  around  the  block  to  get  in.  I  sat  in  the 
hack  row  with  Mom  so  we  could  take  in  the  audience's  reaction.  She  was 
healthy,  relaxed,  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  every  minute.

Alar  tin's  namesake,  her  aunt 
Adelaide,  was  the  inspiration  for  Cafe 
Adelaide,  located  hi  New  Orleans's 
Loews  Hotel.  Recalled  as  “Auntie 
Maine  and  then  some”  by  her 
nieces,  Adelaide  Brennan’s  theatri¬ 
cal  personality  and  glamorous- — even 
naughty — behavior  were  legendary  in 
the  Crescent  City.  The  Cafe  reflects 
her  spirit  with  a  menu  that  includes 
unique  cocktails  and  “brunch  with 
Hat-itnde;”  guests  wearing  hats 
receive  complimentary  “Hat-tinis.”

“For  Mom,  New  Orleans  has  always  felt  like  a  member  of 
the  family.  She  really  felt  the  love  of  the  city  that  night,  and 
that  made  it  for  me.” 

Ella  Brennan  lives  with  her  sister,  Dottie,  in  the  family 
home,  which  is  next  door  to  Commanders.  Martin  is  in  the 
neighborhood,  too,  and  spending  bonus  time  with  her  mother 
and  aunt  is  often  the  best  part  of  her  routine. 

“Most  days,  1  read  and  exercise  in  the  morning,  and  get  to 
tlie  restaurant  by  about  10  am,”  says  Martin,  who  enjoys  golf, 
racijuetball,  picUleball,  and  biking.  “I’ll  attend  Commander’s 
pre-meal  meetings,  pop  in  at  the  other  restaurants,  and  try  to 
sneak  in  an  afternoon  visit  with  Mom. 

“I  go  back  to  the  restaurant  in  the  evening  and,  at  the  end 
of  the  night,  I  get  Old-Fashioneds  for  Mom  and  Aunt  Dottle,  a 
white  burgundy  for  me,  and  head  over  to  their  house  to  visit 
for  awhile.” 

Martin  admits  to  having  another  restaurant  “percolat¬ 
ing”  in  her  mind,  but  gives  no  hints  other  than  “1  don't  want 
any  more  restaurants  that  I  can’t  walk  to,”  And  stepping  up 
recently  as  co- founder  of  The  New  Orleans  Culinary  and 
Hospitality  Institute  (NOCHI),  an  #18  million  state  of  the  art 
center  slated  to  open  in  early  2018,  speaks  to  her  passion  for 
hospitality.  According  to  NOCIIfs  website,  its  purpose  is  to 


serve  the  interests  of  culinary  and  hospitality  students  and 
professionals,  as  well  as  food  and  beverage  enthusiasts,  and  to 
unite  world-class  facilities,  programming,  and  resources  with 
New  Orleans’s  standing  as  a  world-class  culinary  and  hospital¬ 
ity  city. 

“I  worry  about  the  state  of  service  in  our  industry,  and  1 
don’t  feel  we're  heading  in  such  a  good  direction,”  Martin  says. 
“I'd  like  to  see  a  return  to  tablecloths  and  other  elements  that 
can  change  the  atmosphere  and  make  for  a  fine  dining  experi¬ 
ence. 

“As  a  city,  New  Orleans  is  naturally  good  at  hospitality. 

It's  what  the  world  needs  more  of  right  now,  and  I'd  like  us  to 
teach  that  in  a  formal  way.” 

And  as  Martin  continues  to  model  the  art  of  congeniality, 
there’s  also  a  bright  torch  to  carry.  “Ten  years  from  now,  I 
hope  to  be  right  where  I  am  today— having  fun  and  mentoring 
the  youngest  generation  of  Brennans.” 

About  the  author:  It  s  been  more  than  10  years  since  writer  Jan  Mathew 
visited  New  Orleans,  but  the  City's  friendliness,  amazing  food,  and 
eclectic  spirit  have  long  lingered.

Oyster  Po-Boy 


Ti  Martin ,  Commander's  Patace 


Creole  tartar  sauce: 

1  cup  mayonnaise 

Vz  cup  chopped  green  onions  (green  part  only) 

2  tablespoons  chopped  pickled  okra 
2  tablespoons  chopped  capers 

1  tablespoon  fresh  lemon  juice 
1  teaspoon  hot  sauce 


Po-Bovs: 

30-inch  loaf  French  bread,  ends  trimmed, 
cut  in  half  lengthwise 
Corn-fried  oysters 

1  Creole  tomato  or  other  heirioom  tomato, 
sliced  thin 
I1/*  cups  lettuce 


Corn-fried  oysters; 

2  quarts  vegetable  oil,  for  frying 
(always  use  dean  oil) 

1  cup  flour 
1  cup  masa  flour 
1  cup  com  meal 

Vz  cup  seafood  seasoning  or  to  taste 

40  raw  oysters,  shucked  and  in  their  own  liquid 


Prepare  the  Creole  tartar  sauce:  Whisk  all  ingredients  together  in  a  bowl.  (Can  be  made  up  to  3  days  ahead,  covered,  and  refrigerated.) 


Prepare  oysters: 

Preheat  oil  to  325-  to  350-  in  a  6-quart  or  larger  pot. 

In  a  large  bowl,  mix  flour,  masa,  cornmeal,  and  seafood  seasoning  until  well  blended. 

Dredge  each  oyster  in  mixture  using  the  natural  oyster  liqueur  as  an  adhesive  to  coat.  Shake  off  excess  coating.  Repeat  until  all  oysters  are  evenly 
coated  and  ready  to  fry.  Fry  oysters  in  small  batches  only.  Be  careful  not  to  overcrowd  in  fryer  and  prevent  drop  in  oil  temperature.  Cook  oysters 
until  edges  curl  and  become  crisp  and  brown.  Pull  from  oil  and  drain  on  doth  towel.  Season  and  serve  immediately. 

To  assemble  the  Po-Boys:  Split  open  the  French  bread.  Spread  Creole  tartar  sauce  on  the  bread  and  top  with  fried  oysters,  lettuce,  and  tomato  slices. 
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Thank  you  so  much  for  sending  me  the  lovely 
pansy  pin.  It  brings  back  memories  of  my  fondest 
days  at  the  Theta  house  at  the 
University  of  Montana. 

Last  summer ,  eight  Theta  sisters  gathered  for 
two  days  and  rented  a  cabin  on  Whitefish  Lake , 
Montana .  It  im*  a  wonderful  few  days  of 
hiking ,  kayaking ,  cooking ,  and 
sharing  our  Theta  memories .

both  doers  and  leaders.  As  we  gain  experience 
and  expertise  in  our  volunteer  roles,  serving  on  a  non¬ 
profit  board  can  be  ail  opportunity  to  put  our  values  into 
action  at  a  higher  level,  it  can  also  be  an  opportunity 
to  gain  skills;  meet  engaged,  knowledgeable  people;  and 
make  a  significant  difference  in  whether  a  nonprofit  is 
just  another  worthy  cause  or  a  powerful  force  for  good. 

While  the  five  tips  below  specifically  address  suc¬ 
cessful  experience  at  the  board  level,  they  can  also 
enhance  volunteering  at  a  less  visible  level,  as  well  as 
prove  useful  in  career  leadership  positions. 

Make  sure  the  fit  is  right.  Don’t  just  automatically 
say  "Yes”  (for  a  change!)-  Before  you  commit,  do  some 
research  about  the  organization  and  get  a  clear  picture 
of  what  the  expectations  are  for  board  members.  If  possi¬ 
ble,  meet  and  talk  with  other  hoard  members  and  make 
sure  it  is  a  earise  and  a  group  you  can  fully  support. 

Dive  into  the  strategic  planning  process.  Contrary 
to  what  you  might  have  heard,  planning  is  not  an  empty 
exercise.  Ifs  actually  the  best  chance  you  have  to  help 
the  organization  take  stock  of  where  it  is,  address  chal¬ 
lenges  that  might  he  holding  it  back,  and  identify  the

opportunities  that  can  take  it  to  new  heights.  And  if 
your  organization  doesn't  have  a  strategic  plan,  help  put 
one  In  place! 

Master  the  art  of  the  elevator  speech.  Being  an 
ambassador  is  a  core  board-member  responsibility.  And 
owning  your  own  authentic  elevator  speech  is  a  power¬ 
ful  tool.  So  instead  of  reciting  a  memorized  laundry  list 
of  services,  go  deep  and  personal.  Tell  people  something 
amazing  you  have  witnessed  or  learned  to  illustrate  the 
magnitude  of  the  problem  your  nonprofit  is  addressing 
and  real-life  examples  of  the  innovative  ways  it’s  chang¬ 
ing  the  game. 

Model  meaningful  giving.  Being  a  great  board  mem¬ 
ber  is  far  more  than  writing  a  cheek.  Yet  there’s  no 
denying  that  donations  are  the  lifeblood  of  a  nonprofit. 
Making  your  organization  a  top  charitable  priority  and 
giving  to  your  capacity  is  the  best  way  you  can  motivate 
others  to  do  the  same. 

Stand  as  one.  No  matter  how  lively  the  debates  and 
heated  the  discussions  are  in  a  board  meeting,  once  a 
decision  is  made,  it's  everybody’s  job  to  embrace  it  and 
do  all  they  can  to  move  the  organization  forward  on  a 
positive  and  productive  path,  0

FROM  SPEECHLESS  TO  STORYTELLER

It  was  early  last  June,  and  I  was  sitting  at  my  w'ork 
computer  when  my  phone  rang.  I  noticed  on  the  display 
that  my  husband,  Nate,  was  calling  from  his  cellphone. 
My  first  thought  was,  Thai's  strange .  He's  at  work,  why 
is  he  calling  me  from  his  cellphone?  Then  all  of  the  ter¬ 
rible  possibilities  flashed  through  my  mind*  Maybe  he 
got  tired;  maybe  he  quit;  or,  worst  of  all,  something  hap¬ 
pened  to  someone  in  his  family. 

I  picked  up  the  phone  expecting  the  worst.  That's 
when  Nate  told  me  he  had  just  gotten  out  of  a  meeting 
with  his  boss  who  had  offered  him  an  opportunity*  A 
two-year  assignment  and  promotion  at  a  newer  factory 
that  is  gearing  up  to  run  some  of  the  same  machinery 
dint  lie  is  knowledgeable  about.  It  would  also  involve 
a  move  ...  to  China.  My  mind  went  blank.  The  only 
thing  1  could  come  up  with  to  sav  was,  “So,  will  they  be 
teaching  us  to  speak  Chinese?" 

Fast  forward  to  January  of  last  year,  when  we  had 
gotten  to  a  point  where  we  were  fairly  sure  this  was 
something  we  wanted  to  do.  So  we  took  a  trip  to  visit 
the  plant  and  the  city  where  we  would  be  living.  My  first 
international  experience  was  a  15-hour  flight  to  China, 
and  our  visit  was  wonderful!  We  met  so  many  kind  and 
caring  people  who  were  very  excited  to  get  to  know  us* 
They  took  us  out  to  eat  at  local  restaurants  where  I  tried 
some  very  unusual  foods,  like  camel.  I  couldn’t  believe 
that  I  felt  incredibly  at  home,  and  before  we  left  for 
the  US,  l  told  Nate  that  1  wanted  to  accept  the  offer.  1 
wanted  to  pack  up  our  lives,  our  15-month-old  daughter, 
and  our  two  dogs  and  move  7,000  miles  away  to  a  place 
where  we  didn’t  speak  the  language  or  know  anyone. 

After  tons  of  paperwork,  phone  calls  about  finan¬ 
cial  aspects,  and  two  meetings  with  a  psychologist  who 
talked  about  culture  shock  lor  us  and  our  daughter,  we 
were  nearly  ready  to  go.  Packing  was  actually  a  dream, 
thanks  to  the  company  paying  for  a  service  that  comes 
and  does  everything  for  you*  We  packed  up  what  was 
getting  shipped  by  air  or  sea  to  meet  us  in  China  and 
then  the  rest  was  loaded  onto  a  truck  for  a  storage  facil¬ 


ity,  We  sold  our  cars,  put  our  house  on  the  market,  and 
went  through  the  process  of  getting  the  dogs  certified 
for  the  move.  It  was  a  crazy  final  month,  but  nothing 
was  as  wild  as  me  quitting  my  full-time  job.  1  never 
thought  1  would  quit  a  wonderful  job,  but  on  my  last 
day  I  felt  very  excited  as  well  as  very  scared. 

We  landed  in  China  and  got  moved  into  our  gorgeous 
villa  here  in  Taicang  within  a  week,  i  spend  my  days 
taking  walks,  playing  with  our  daughter  and  teaching 
her  new’  things,  and  blogging  our  adventures  at  www. 
fromspecclilcsstostorytellcr.com.  I  have  also  been  able 
to  keep  my  volunteer  position  as  finance  advisor  for  the 
Zeta  Sigma  Chapter  at  Ohio  Northern.  1  communicate 
through  emails  and  am  happy  to  be  contributing  to  the 
chapter  that  gave  me  so  much  during  my  time  in  col¬ 
lege,  At  night,  vve  either  have  new  friends  over  for  din¬ 
ner  or  go  out  and  try  new  foods.  We  get  to  travel  to  new 
places  and  enjoy  doing  new  things,  like  visiting  a  local 
orchard  to  pick  fresh  grapes  and  going  to  ail  ancient 
garden  to  see  the  architecture  built  centuries  ago. 

Our  new  friends  and  their  children  enjoy  teaching  us 
Chinese,  and  we  like  to  cook  American  food  for  them. 
We  had  a  Fourth  of  July  party  here,  including  fireworks! 
One  of  our  friends  bought  a  cake  and  we  all  sang  Happy 
Birthday  to  America.  We  are  also  planning  a  trip  to  the 
newly  opened  Shanghai  Disneyland  Park  soon. 

Many  people  here  have  said  they  think  Americans 
are  afraid  to  visit  China  because  they  have  an  idea  that 
it's  dangerous  or  scan"  here.  I  can  firmly  say  that  noth¬ 
ing  is  farther  from  the  truth.  The  people  here  arc  warm 
and  friendly.  The  cities  arc  beautiful  and  vibrant.  China 
has  very  quickly  become  like  home  for  us,  and  I  know 
that  w  e  are  very  blessed  to  be  spending  two  years  here* 
Theta  inspired  me  to  take  adventures  w  hen  they  are 
offered,  to  go  boldly  in  the  direction  of  my  dreams  and 
let  nothing  hold  me  back.  I  hope  this  inspires  you  to 
take  an  opportunity  w  henever  you  can.
